The 
legislative  bodies  of  the  urban  and  ceunty  governments  in  the  di  s— 
tricts  would  do  the  actual  enacting  nf  ordinances  and  the  enforcing 
of  regulations.    Exoenses  of  the  technical  aids' would    bo    paid  b^r-- 
propbrtionate  'contributions 'fro^ii  local  governments.

Nov/  ^A-xico  -  Airp-^rt  Zonin?.  "Tonld  direct  the  State  Planning 
Board  to  prepare  airport  aoproach  plans  for  piablicly-e-'med  aia^port^ 
Yfpuld  also  require  every  municinality  and  county  haA^-ing  within  its 
tarritnrial  limits  an  area  which  the  Board- has  designated  as  need- 
ing improvam.ents,  in  accr-rdance  with  the  airport  aopr^ach  plan,  to 
adopt  and  enforce  zoning  regulations  limiting  the  height  of  struct- 
ures and  objects  of  natural  growth  in  thj  vicinity  of  the  airport, 
(rf.  B.  206,  ISr.  Lopez.) 
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*A-  North  Carolina  -  Airport  Zoning ,  Would  "empower  municipal- 
ities and  other  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  to  adopt  and 
administer  airport  zoning  regulations."  Areas  around  airports 
would  be  divided  into  zones.  Height  of  structures  and-  objects  of 
natural  groT,\th  would  be  regulated.     (S.  B.  162^  Mr.  Rowe.) 

Ohio  -  County  and  To-^vnship  Zoning  .  Y.'ould  authorize  counties 
•with  population  exceeding  400  per  square  mile^  to  regulate  building 
and  use  in  unincorporated  areas  of  the  county.  Plans  drawn  by  the 
county  or  regional  planning  comission  would  be  submitted  to  the 
county  board  i^hich  would  divide  the  unincorporated  territory  into 
districts  or  zones.  If  the  planning  coimiission  disapproves  of  the 
zones  and  use,  a  unanimous  vote  by  the  county  board  is  required  to 
pass  the  m.easure.  Public  hearing  on  any  amendment  is  required. 
Boards  of  zoning  appeals  composed  of  five  members,  three  members  to 
be  residents  of  unincorporated  territory,  are  created  ?;here  no  ap- 
peal boards  now  exist.

may  create  and  establish  and  appoint  and  fix  the  terms  of  the  mem- 
bers of  a  tOT/nship  plarjiing  commission  of  such  township."  Any 
changes  in  plans  dravm  by  the  coranission  must  be  ratified  by  un- 
animous vote  of  the  trustees.  Property  holders  holding  51  percent 
of  the  assessed  property  may  object  through  signature,  to  the  plan 
or  amendment.  Zoning  boards  of  appeals  are  created  whose  powers 
would  be  sufficient  to  modify  any  parts  of  the  ordinance. 

No  regulation  would  prohibit  the  "use  of  any  land  for  farmr- 
ing  or  other  structures  necessary  for  agricultural  purposes."  (S» 
B.  268,  Ivlr.  Conally.) 

¥ost  Virginia  -  County  Zoning .  Would  provide  for  county  and 
regional  planning,  zoning  and  subdivision  control  in  counties  hav- 
ing a  population  exceeding  175,000.  The  planning  and  zoning  sec- 
tions folloTv'  the  Standard  Act  (of  Departmijnt  of  Comnerce  1926^^ 
(H.  B.  224,  Messrs.  iviichie  and  Amos.) 

Outdoor  Advertising  , 

Iowa  -  Signs.  Would  regulate  the  construction  of  signs  along 
highways.  The  Highway  Comnission  and  County  Boards  of  Supervisors 
would  administer  the  regulations.     (S.  F.  354,  }ir,  Lundy . ) 

Now  Hampshire  -  Signs.  Proposes  to  give  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment authority  to  regulate  the  outdoor  advertising  business  and  to 
establish  zones  bordering  highv.'ays  Tdthin  lAhich  the  erection  of 
signs  would  be  controlled.     (H.  B.  287,  Mr,  Condon.) 
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N8TJ-  York  -  Size  and  Location  of  Sign£_-..  ^Woiud  provide  for  the 
regulation  of  si^ns  along  hi';liY.n.ys .
